REMARKS 



Amendments have been presented to claims 6 and 7 to correct for previously 
undetected grammatical errors. These amendments were not done to overcome any 
cited art and support is found throughout the specification. 

1 02 Rejections 

Claims 3-4, and 6-10 are rejected under 35 USC 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Okada et al. (USPN 4,488,248) (hereinafter Okada). The Applicant respectfully 
traverses this rejection. 

Claim 6, as amended, recites a method comprising: 

specifying a first plurality of particle size reference values indicating at 
least one range of particle sizes; and 

obtaining first particle size data of particles within the at least one range of 
particle sizes based at least in part on said specified first plurality of particle size 
reference values; 

receiving the first particle size data; 

changing said first reference values to second reference values in view of 
other data including one or more of indoor air quality data, outdoor air quality 
data, temperature, humidity, carbon monoxide, carbon dioxide, radon, other 
gases and compounds, organic, and inorganic compounds; and 

obtaining second particle size data based at least in part on said second 
reference values. 

In the Office Action, column 3, line 64 - column 4, line 6 of Okada is relied upon 
to teach "changing said first reference values to second reference values in view of 
other data..." The referenced portion of Okada recites an input/output unit 4 to allow for 
"various conditions to be set from the outside, for example, the type of measurement 
selected... or the range of particle sizes to be analyzed." 

As described in the Interview Summary, the differences between the Okada and 
claim 6 were discussed. Specifically, the Applicant pointed out that while Okada may 
arguably speak to changing reference values, it does not specify what those changes 
are based upon. Because Okada does not teach, suggest or imply that the reference 
values be changed in view of other data including one or more of indoor air quality data, 
outdoor air quality data, temperature, humidity, carbon monoxide, carbon dioxide, 
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radon, other gases and compounds, organic, and inorganic compounds, as recited in 
claim 6, for example, an anticipation rejection based on Okada is improper. 
Furthermore, claims 2-4 and 7-10 depend from, and include the same limitations as, 
claim 6. Therefore, these claims are patentable for at least the same reasons. 

The Applicants thank Examiner for recognition, in both the Examiner Interview 
and Interview Summary, that claimed invention overcomes the prior art of record. 



In light of the above remarks, Applicants respectfully submit that this application 
is now in condition for allowance. Early issuance of Notice of Allowance is respectfully 
requested.
